SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE

member of the 101st mounted police In 
France, writes to his parents as fol- 
lows: 


"Well, all the other fellows in my 


room are on duty tonight, and I am 
here all alone, with nothing- to do but 
write. There are no places of amuse- 
ment here and I have seen every place 
of Interest for miles, so will write a few 
letters and go to bed. 


"One 
of the roads I have to patrol or 
the motor has the most beautiful sceiv 
ery •Imaginable. 
It winds 
around i 
great hill over a ledge, and on the out- 
aide la a low wall which you can look 
over and down for hundreds of feet In 
places, at a beautiful river which winds 
In and out, great level fields and also 
see the city where we are billeted. Thi 
city is on another hill 
and the mos. 
prominent building- to be seen is an old« 
church with great spires stretching up 
to tho sky. At1 this place on the other 
side of the roart 
is a great 
ledg-e 
In 
which steps have been cut, leading m 
to shelves or terraces on which ar. 
little stone houses sometimes cut into 
the ledge, where one can rest. I ca.iino 
describe it, but it is wonderful. Agaii 
looking 
ahead, 
you 
can 
see 
littli 
patches of the road, as it winds in and 
out, 
hidden in places by beautiful pine 
groves; then 
on and up to

where one finds great

again. There's very little level ground 
here; it is all knolls and rises, and is 
hard on a machine, for it has to put 
up and hold back all the time.

(I do not know how they were cooked, 
but they were good) veal and carrots 
(they use carrots here the same as you 
do potatoes), macaroni, bread, cheese, 
apples, all for 75 cents. Some of your 
pies and things certainly would taste 
good, but I am afraid they would be in 
pretty bad shape by the time they got 
here. I grot a pair of new shoes today, 
and if they were not so broad toed they 
would make a nice dress shoe. By the 
time we get home you won't know us, 
as we will bo dressed and look so dif- 
ferent. 
They have dono away with 
those nice hats of 
ours and we now 
have one like the French soft cloth one.

From tho start of the war, Japan 


has not been without her statesmen 
who favored alliance,

open, with tho central powers. Rus- 
sia's present condition and their own 
pressing 
exigencies 
must 
strongly 


tempt the central powers' 
to 
offer 


Japan joint control of -Russian and 
Chinese affairs, present and 
future. 


Japan, as a whole, however, has cast 
her lot with Hie entente and will hon- 
orably stick to her agreements. But, 
Japan is now directly and seriously 
threatened. 
In her offer to' interfere 


in eastern Siberia there is much more 
than her desire to protect the enor- 
mous quantity of munitions and other 
property piled up at 
Vladivostok.

It's a gob'd guess 
that he'd throw the diplomacy over- 
board and have hundreds of thousands 
of Japs go to righting for his cause in 
•Northern France, Belgium, the Bal- 
kans and elsewhere. 
Arid ' when 
it 


comes to be solely a matter -of diplo- 
matic ability, the results • in • Greece, 
Bulgaria, the Ukraine' and Western 
Russia show-, that the kaiser wins. 


With a first class navy, a splendid 


standing army and three years' mighty 
war profits in her pocket, and- with 
her future threatened, honorable little 
Japan is ready and willing to flght. 
and, apparently it will take a lot stiffer 
'sort of diplomacy than the Allies have 
yet shown to keep her from doing so, 
somewhere. 


The Allies however should encourage 


and even foster her proposition. Japan 
should enter Russia 
to 
defend the 


cause of the Allies and to protect the 
supplies stored there for the Allies, not 
to seize Siberia or to colonize any 
part of Russia unless it be necessary 
to prevent its going into Germany's 
hands. 


FOR AVIATION SERVICE 


The aviation service must have mor 


men, more trained mechanics, if it i 
to nil its proper plp.oe in the wort 
war. Out of every 150 men in ever} 
support squadron for an aviation uni 
140 men must be skilled workers in 
some mechanical trade. Among 
the 


trades in which experts are most tir. 
gently heeded axe: Motor mechanics 
gunsmiths, 
chauffeurs, airplane me- 


chanics and riggers, copper and tin- 
smiths; instrument makers versed in 


watch and clock work, wlre- 
carnera, 
less operators and riggers, carpenters 
sailmakers and general 
machinists 


Upon the success or the government 
in finding the necessary workers in 
these crafts depends the success of the 
aviation department. Many of 
those 


who enlist for service here, after a 
period of training, may be required to 
go to Europe in support of tho active 
units at the front. 


THE TAX RATE 


Still the budget is under most grave 


and decorous discussion. If it be cut 
down to bed rock some of the Furies 
are likely to break loose and there will 
ensue another year of controversy over 
the question as to "who did it."

STATE HOUSE, Boston, March 5.— 


Maj. Gen. Butler Ames before the com 
mittee on military affairs this morning, 
urged that the state guard should be 
put under military law 
and be gi 


standing- as a military organization. Ho 
said that the guard was not appreciated 
although its members had given ficelj 
of their services at great sacrifices to 
themselves and that they stand read} 
to undergo,any danger which may arise 
at any time and which may require 
their services to keep the peace. 


He said that Connecticut has a state 


guard of 10,000 members and has spent 
twice as much as Massachusetts for its 
maintenance, and that New York 
has 


spent about a million dollars on its 
guard. 
The Massachusetts appropria- 


tion of $200,000 is meagre and is » lack 
of recognition of the service which the 
members have given as well as of their 
patriotism. 


He said that he would not diminish 


the guard by a single company and ex- 
pressed the opinion 
that neither the 


governor or the committee on public 
safety would consent to a reduction. 


Gen. Amen estimated that $50 a year 


was necessary to maintain each mem- 
ber of the gruard.

13H," he said. "Four were killed, and 
its luck that J wasn't;

and I went to Canada and joined the 
42d Battalion— the 
Canadian Black 


Watch.lt was called. Frederick enlisted 
in Australia and Thomas went to Lon- 
don and joined a British regiment about 
that time. . 


"Howard and Leroy, were killed dur- 


ing the lighting- at Ypres.

\ya.s.killed at Galllpoli, and Thomas on 
th« Somme. 


"I went through several fights during 


'the early part of 1915. 
It was July 


when I received my first order to so 
over the top. The Germans were ready 
for us, though', and I got hit by ma- 
chine gun fire. I woke up in a hospi- 
tal and discovered I had three wounds. 
1 also discovered I was very lucky, for 
the battalion was practically wiped out. 
When I left the hospital I joined the 
Lancashire Fusiiliers. 


"All went well until March of last 
year, during the fightinc .on the Somme 
river. 
I got my touch of 
S'as antl 


thought I was finished- On Jan. 28 last. 
I was honorably discharged. 
I tool-- 


passage on board the steamer Aurania. 


"The vessel was pretty well filled and 


v. as one of a .convoy when we started 
out. That afternoon we were hit by a 
torpedo. There was an explosion and. I 
was soon racing for the deck. I found 
myself In the captain's boat.

when out of the water popped the peri- 
scope of a submarine. One of the sea- 
iren made a hit at it with an oar, but 
missed.

Passover, called tho Seder nights and 
on which a special home service In 
commemoration of the exodus from 
Egypt is hold by every Jewish fam- 
ily. 


Tho central committee asks that 25 - 


000 Jewish families adopt a Jewish 
family "over there." The various com- 
mittees throughout the country are 
seconding tho efforts of tho central 
committee and Ui0 local committees 
will appeal to every member of the 
Jewish community in this city.

That city in the hands of the Teutons 
means a deadly mena.ce to Japan's 
future trade interests and rights in 
the Pacific, and it is 'the Pacific trade 
that is, some time arid before long, to 
be the biggest object to all traders, 
particularly the insular peoples. For 
her trade's sake, Japan cannot afford 
to longer risk the seizure of" the trans-

ter erect any billboard more than 'six 
feet in height, within the city of Low- 
ell, without permission of the corfmls- 
sioner of public property and licenses. 
Every applicant for permission to erect 
a billboard more than six feet in height 
ivithln said city is required to give one 
week's notice in writing, personally, or 
by mail, of such application, to the own- 
ers, occupants or agents of all houses 
and lots within a distance of 200 feet, 
on both sides of the street, from where 
such billboard is to be erected. No 
such application shall be considered by 
the commissioner of public property 
and licenses without verified proof of 
the service of the notice herein pre- 
scribed or the written consent of the' 
majority of said owners, occupants or 
amenta, to tho erection of said bill- 
board, and any billboard erected con- 
trary to tho provisions hereof shall be 
abated as a common nuisance by the 
commissioner of public property and 
licenses after two days' notice to re- 
move the same. 


Section 2. The term "billboard" shall 


Include any frame, fence or structure 
used or to be used for posting, paint- 
ing or affixing bills, notices or adver- 
tisements thereon. 


Section 3. Any persons guilty of a 


violation of this, ordinance shall 
be 


liable to a .fine of not loss than J25 
and not more than $200 for each, of- 
fense, 
or by Imprisonment not ex- 


ceeding 26 days, or by both «uoli fine 
and Imprisonment. 


Section 4. All ordinances or parts 


of ordinances insofar as is Inconsistent 
with tho provisions of this ordinance 
aro hereby repealed. 


Section 5. This ordinance shall take 


nffeot. immediately.
